SUPERINTENDENT TURNER 
GAVE HIS LIFE FOR OTHERS 


Rushed Into the Mine When the 
Alarm Was Given in the Hope of 
Rescuing the Men, but Was Caught 
by the Flames and Smoke. 


VIRGINIA CITY, Mont., Nov. 6.—SBeven 
are dead, a number more burned and per- 
haps scores lost in the underground work- 
ings in a fire which started in the Kear-

JBFFERSON CITY, Mo., Nov. 6.—The in- 
structions to the jury in the trial of Sen- 
ator Frank Farris for bribery were read 
by the court this morning at the close of 
the testimony.

LIQUOR BLACK LIST 


Former Governor of New Hampshire 
Warns Saloonist Not to Sell 
to Them. 


NASHUA, N. H., Nov. 6-—David H. 
Goodell of Antrim, former governor of New 
Hampshire, has served upon the only liquor 
dealer of Hillsborough a blacklist contain- 
ing the names of every man in Antrim 
over 21 years of age, and to such men liquor 
cannot be served without subjecting the 
dealer to a forfeiture of his license.

“STLEE’S CONFESSION; WHAT IT MEANS. 


The alum boodle cases now on trial at Jefferson City are not 

isolated or singular. . > 

The condition revealed by John A. Lee’s sorry confession is 
not new. It has prevailed for years, growing steadily worse, 
until the boodling legislators insolently believed themselves safe 
from prosecution and neglected perfectly to hide their tracks. 
The evidence was near the surface. One touch of prosecuting 
veal sufficed to uncover the whole unclean business. 

The trouble is deep-seated. It cannot be extirpated by a few 
convictions of detected bribe takers. It originated in the sub- 
servience of party machines to special interests and before a 
camplete purification of public business can be effected the 
control of these corrupting influences must be broken. 

For years the Post-Dispatch has published, from time to 
time, facts which pointed to the supremacy of special mo 
nopoly interests in the councils of the Democratic party in 
Missouri. There has not been a session of the legislature for 
16 years that has not been disgraced by the brazen activity of 
the lobby. Legislation against the public good, but profitable 
to private interests, has been bought outright, and legislation 
designed to serve the public interest has been repeatedly de- 
feated, because fat and corrupt monopolies were threatened. 

It rests with the people of Missouri whether this condition 
shall continue. They can control the nomination and elec- 
tion of senators, representatives and state officers. If they 
negligently permit self-seekers and characterless adventurers 
to capture the legislature and executive offices they cannot 
expect any improvement. If they accept as leaders men who 
are subservient to épecial interests, who train with corpora- 
tions and use their money and influence for political purposes, 
they must expect a continuation of corruption.

The total number of pupils enrolled in the public schools dur- 
ing the past fiscal year was 15,925,887, or more than 20 per 
eent of the population. The average daily attendance was 
10,900,273, being 69 per cent of the enrollment. The average 
school term reached 145 days, the longest on record. 
~The teachers number 439,596, of whom 122,392 are, men, less 
than 28 per cent. The average monthly pay is $40 for men and 
$40 for women. 

It will be observed that American public education is largely 

by women. Such a condition should assuredly be sat- 

to women.

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LEE AND STONE CO-WORKERS. : 

In a letter to D. J. Kelley, boodle agent of the Baking Pow- 
der Trust, introduced in the Farria trial and hitherto unpub- 
lished, former Lieutenant-Governor John A. Lee mentions 
Senator William J. Stone in a way clearly indicating that a 
close and confidential relationship existed between himself 
and the senator in promoting the legislative interests of the 
baking powder monopoly. Stone appears in this letter as Lee’s 
counselor and co-worker. ; 

Lee’s first paragraph concerning Senator Stone places the 
latter in the light of an active lobbyist seeking to direct leg- 
islation for the protection of the trust’s monopoly. He wrote: 

Gov. S. was here yesterday, Friday, and conferred with me. 
He concluded to have the Kentucky bill introduced in both 
houses, but did not himself know how to get it done directly. 

He asked me to have it done, and I tolé him that I would. 

Stone next appears as an informant of the movements of the 
opposition, as the following paragraph shows: 
ne Says that the enemy has employed Phelps on the other

Another paragraph immediately following the mention of 
Phelps apparently refers to Stone, as it discloses him in his 
great act of addressing a committee in behalf of the trust 
“for the public health,” and distributing his address among 
the legislators. The paragraph reads: 

It seems that he wants an opportunity to appear before the 
committee and talk on the Kentucky bill especially and have 
his address printed and circulated among the legislators and 
senators. 

But most significant of all the paragraphs referring to Sen- 
ator Stone is the postscript, which clearly indicates Stone’s 
knowledge of the relations between Lee and Kelley and « 
fines his own relations with Lee: 

P. S.—Stone does not appear to like the idea of my writing 
you direct, therefore do not mention it to him. 

In another letter Lee warns Kelley not to mention his move- 
ments to Stone. Either Stone, being shrewder and more cautious 
than Lee, recognized the danger of letter writing about lobby 
and boodle work, or he wanted to have the upper hand in 
dealing with Kelley. 

Let it be borne in mind that the business in which Lee 
was advised by Senator Stone was a boodle deal for monopoly 
legislation, in which Lee was the purchasing agent who bought 
senatorial votes and Kelley was the representative of the trust 
which supplied the boodle.

The Busy Boy of Alto Pass. 


A thrill of anxiety and apprehension ran 
through the city after the earthquake of 
Wednesday noon.

Grimly entertaining throughout, at times 
tensely interesting with the mingled melan- 
ciply and merriment of a strange family 
life, is “Hetty Wesley,” by Mr. Arthur T. 
Quil'er-Couch, wherein a novel is made of 
the pitiable fortunes of a sister of John 
Charies Wesley, founder of the Methodist 
Church. : 

The occasional touch of humor, however, 
lightens the story but littJe. Its dominant 
note is that of unhappy living and of do- 
mestic heartbreak. Mr. Quiller-Couch 
must be credited with drawing a singwular- 
ly depressing picture of the Wesleys for the 
contemplation of the world. It seems ex- 
tremely likely that his latest book will 
excite a notable discussion calculated to 
place its author on the defensive. 

The tragic figure of poor Hetty Wesley 
is made to stand forth with startling vivid- 
ness as that of a daughter's sacrifice to 
the almost insane whimseles of a reverend 
father who permitted theological narrow- 
mindedness to strangle and overcome the 
most sacred claims of blood. The fall of 
Hetty, through her betrayal by the man 
she loved, must be charged almost direct- 
ly to her father, the Rev. Samuel Wesley, 
if Mr. Quiller-Couch’'s version of her story 
is correct. Her subsequent marital bondage 
to the drunkard whom she was compelled 
to wed, with all its accompanying horrors, 
must also be laid at the same door. The 
fate of the unhappy girl, indeed, is made 
to appear as if wrought by a ruthless des- 
tiny of which the author of her being was 
the cruel and saturnine instrument. 

Scarcely less pathetic than Hetty’s is the 
story of her mother, broken and saddened 
for life by the strange tyranny of a good 
man too bigoted to be merciful or even just. 
Similarly, also, are the lives of Hetty’s sis- 
ters darkened by this amazing domestic au- 
tocracy. “That John and Charles Wesley 
escaped the blight of the Rev. Samuel's pa- 


“ternal harshness only from the fact that 


they were of more resistant temper and, al- 
so, that, being sons instead of daughters, 
they were held in higher regard by their as- 
tonishing father. 

It is unhappily the case that when one 
has finished the reading of “Hetty Wes- 
ley,”” a sinster indictment of the Rev. Sam- 
uel Wesley seems to have been returned. 
He stands charged with the destruction 
of his family’s happiness in this life. Yet, 
as drawn by Mr. Quiller-Couch in a dra- 
matic contrast of psychical inconsistencies, 
he is a righteous and God-fearing man, 
striving for’: human good, fearless in op- 
posing evil, devoted in the cure of souls. 
There seems to be a call for pity in con- 
templating a man so inherently sound in 
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if Mr. Quiller-Couch has properly deferred 
to ascertainable truth in doing his work. 
As a novel simply, it is profoundly inter- 
esting in despite of certain artistic blem- 
ishes that should not have been possible 
to a story teller of Mr. Quiller-Couch's 
training and practice—notably the utterly 
inconsequential incident of the Annesley 
disappearance, which has absolutely no 
dramatic bearing upon the story and gives 
it an aggravatingly misleading start. 
“Hetty Wesley” will be widely read. It 
is a tragedy of temperament and environ-

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AN OVERSOLD MARKET 
HELPED PRICES MUCH 
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With Bearish Conditions and Record-Breaking Prices on 
Steel Issues, Short Covering in the Last Hour 
Made a Strong Close. 


The market opened with sharp declines tn 
the Stee] issues, the’ cut in the price of 
steal billets indicating a cut in the prices 
of the finished products, 

Further declines in the price of both Steel 
common and preferred were recorded, again 
establishing new low records. . 

Rumors were current of another cut in 
the dividend on Steel common and a possi- 
ble reduction of the preferred dividend to 
5 per cent. 

Money continues to go to the interior and 
the prospects for a good bank statement to- 
morrow are poor. 

Money reached 5% on. call near the close 
today. . 

The oversold standard railway list gave 
a chance to advance prices in these issues 
and they recovered earlier losses. 

The market closed with fair activity and 
with prices generally at the top of the day,

REVIEW OF MERCANTILE TRADE 


Elections Have Been a Hampering 
Factor, but Business Has Ex- 


ceeded Expectations. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—Special_ tele- 
graphic reports from correspondents of 
the International Mercantile Agency 
throughout the United States and Can- 
ada regarding the state of trade are 
Summarized as follows: 


The intervention of election in ili 
States, with a week of mild weather, has 
served to check retail sales of season- 
able goods, notably clothing and millin- 
ery, but a canvass of leading jobbers in 
staple lines at important cities indicates 
that the season's total business is some- 
what in excess of expectations. Boston 
reports orders for cotton goods larger 
than a year ago, but merchants show a 
conservative disposition.
